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EX-PRESIDENT TAFTS MISTAKE 


Former President Taft now has leisure to reflect upon the dan- 


ger sod annoyance that may come to a man who lends his name 
piOTUgcnously to • propaganda without first investigating aa to the 
fttti. The former president has had deep interest in the adminis- 
tration of affairs in the Phillipines, hut of late he has been inclin- 
ed to be captious and critical, condemning the present administra- 
tion for doing the very thing he began and recommended, the 
placing of Filipinos in positions of trust and responsibility as fast 
ts practicable, with the idea of in time giving them full control of 
' lie government Taft was assailed by the same influences that 
are now assailing Governor General Harrison and it is interesting to 
not* that in reply to Taft Secretary of War 
Garrison simply 


quotes Taft's own statement under similar conditions. Taft said 
that an undesirable and noisy element of hangers- on among the 
American residents were doing all they could to keep intelligent 
Filipinos ont of participation in the government so that there 
would be more room for American office seekers,'and Secretary 
Garrison points out that what was true then is also true today. He 
says that anihonest effort is being made to educate the Filipinos to 
Belf-gorerament as was guaranteed when the islands were taken 
over from Spain. And he further says that the plan is working 
oat to the satisfaction of all except disappointed office seekers. 


Citing another instance, Secretary Garrison called attention to 


an introduction to a pamphlet published 
by a returned ex-office 


holder from the Philippines named Jones, in which severe crit- 
icism was made of the island administration. 
Mr. Taft heartily 


endorsed the pamphlet in question. Now Mr. Garrison makes pub- 
lic a letter from the author, Jones, in which he says that he:was 
asked to write an article by a California newspaper roasting the 
administration of the Philippines and that at first he declined to do 
so. saying he knew of nothing discreditable. 
He finally agreed
